| ‘HIS day, in prefence of a Commit- 

tee of the Managers, we examined the Charity 
School in Blackfriar’s Wynd, taught by Mr M‘Farlane, 
and, from the proficiency of the children, were fully fatis- 
fied of the ability and diligence with which they are taught 
Reading and Spelling, Church Mufic, and other branches 
of Education. We likewile found much reafon to approve 
of the attention beftowed by their Matter in making them 
acquainted with the principles of Chriftianity, and in im- 
prefling their minds with an abhorrence of idlenefs, difho- 
nefty, falfehood, and'immorality of every kind. 

There are at prefent about SIXTY poor children taught 
inthis School, of whom many read Englifh with great pro- 

riety, fome repeat, with accuracy, paffages judicioufly fe-
